Leaving New Kluhavet on tlu; 7 th 
of June, we traveled the SOO to 900 
miles tliat separated us from St. Micli- 
ael in 1.'5 days, stopping at several 
places, Wc killed one bear on the 
Youcou, saw the freshly-marked track 
of a, largo bear on the banks, and found 
all that could bo desired in tho lino of 
food : swan, duck, g(!ese, fresh salmon, 
being the chief element in our meals ; 
not forgetting goose-eggs, and swan- 
eggs as large as an Oregon apple.

Bishop Sogliors' Letters fxom Alaska. 



St. Michael's Redoubt, July 1st, 1878. 

Kevebend and Dear FATirKu Jo\c- 
KAU : — * * * The ice of the You- 
con, which had kept that noble river 
under its iron grasp since the 12th of 
October, began break up on the 5th 
of May, in some spots where tho cur- 
rent was exceedingly swift. On tho 
8th we heard it clattering and roaring, 
three miles off, and we saw miles of ice 
moving with awful velocity clashing 
against one another, breaking, destroy- 
mg, tearing up, but suddenly stopped 
by a sandbank, beyond which we could 
descry the green expanse of tho great 
stream reflecting th)B rays of Uiesun. It 
was on the 10th of May that the ice 
■ suddenly broke in three large 'pieces 
and began majestically to float down in 
front of our lodgings ; but, the swiftest 
part of the current having cut its way 
through the frozen barrier along the 
opposite bank, the rest of the river re- 
mained again blocked up, moving occa- 
'flionally, stopping 'again, until finally 
the water, seemingly impatient and 
furious, made a clear break, and down 
went cakes of ice, piles of ice, rafts of 
drift wood, floating banks of tui'f, the 
' level of the river rising, whenever an 
obstacle stopped the floatuig ruins, as 
much as a foot in one minute. During 
all tliis commotion, which was attend- 
ed with a noise similai' to the roaring 
of the sea, icecakes were incessantly 
piling up alongside of the banks ; one 
blo«k of ice would get stranded, an- 
bih'er would come down apparently to 
tear the former to pieces, but lo 1 it 
slowly moves on the top of tho other 
and there takes its stand on an inclin- 
ed plane, tho projecting part falling 
down in a rain of white dust, a thirtl 
comes whirling down, a fourtli and a 
fifth, and all in rajiid successsion as- 
cend the lofty barrier until there it 
stands towering 30 or 40 feet above 
the level of tho water. At one place 
•blocks of ice threw themselves in that 
manner into tho very bush among the 
trees. 

On the 1-ith of May, the river having 
been comparatively clear, there was 
suddenly iQiother crust of ice rapidly 
carried down in large cakes: it was the 
ice of the Upper Youcon which every 
year reaches New Klukayet after the 
swelling of the Tenana has forced tho 
first crust away. 

The first Indians, about 90 in number, 
arrived in'33 canoes on the 20th of 
May, they proceeded down the river 
without paddling except an occasional, 
stroke to keep the little fleet in a ■ line 
stretching from near the banks to the 
middle of the river; there was a continu- 
ed finng of guns growing louder and 
,^ louder as the flotilla approached with 
tho swift flowing current, to which the 
cannon of the trading-post sent now and 
then a thundering answer. But wlien 
near tho landing place, the long line 
was suddenly broken, each paddled to 
-hiB; camping ground, tents were pitched, 
fire's were kindled and the lonely sjiot 
acquired at once the busy bustle of a 
small city. Prom that day, there being 
all the time new arrivals, talking, laugh- 
. ing, shouting, dancing, singing, cheer- 
ing, all in wild confusion; a brisk trade 
was going on, long la.sting .speeches 
were delivered, guns were lired, and 
the missionary had to go around with a 
large bell to call tho Indians together, 
succeeding hardly, after ono hour of 
exertion, to collect them all in silence 
before tho cross and tho Catholic Ladder. 
The total number of Youcon and Ten- 
ana Indians was between 250 and 300. 
The last arrival was that of three 
canoes -with 4 Indians from Co]ipor 
River; the latter wore literally covered 
with beads and had their faces tatooed. 
Copper River empties into the Pacific 
ocean, west of St. Ellas' mountain; its 
Indian nai3o marked on the map is 
Atna; haying questioned those. Indians 
as' iio^he name ' of th6" rive^ and the 
banks on which they dwell in the Fall, 
they gave me the name of Atna, which 
leaves no doubt as the extent of their 
travel from the Copper River to the 
Youcon, a distance of a thousand miles. 

A little boy, two years old, burnt his 
throat by drinking boiling water ; he 
r«mained throe days in the pan^g and

Ho luus been hamp- 
ered and annoyed by the unanimity with 
which tlio inhabitants of Chinatown resist 
his seductive ovoi'turea to pay the tax im- 
posed by Act of 'local Parliament. Ho 
has visited all tlio washhousos, cigar manu- 
facturers, merchants, etc., and in his 
blandest tones has rcciucatod payment, 
and the Johns cither prefer to " nosabco", 
or insolently refuse to meet liis demand. 
One Chinaman is said to liavo conducted 
tho collector to the door of his shop and 

gointing.to fair Luna, which was just visi- 
le in tho heavens, naked him if he saw 
'^tho man in tho moon? The collector re- 
plied that ho did. " Well," said tho wily 
Celestial, in very fair English, "You go 
after liim, and whoa you catcheo that 
man, you come and catchce my tax." An- 
other celestial had the vnpanillclcd im]>u- 
donce to point to the Belmont Factory 
and toll the collector that when ho made 
Mr. "NVilson, tho AI.P.P. , pay the tax on 
his fifty Chinamen, ho (the cheeky Celes- 
tial) would pay his tax too — not before. 
Tlio collector is said to have almost fainted 
at tho depth of Jolm's knowledge and 
audacity. Tlio next house he cuter(;d, 
the instant his errand was announced (Here 
arose a stench so horrid and overpo^vor- 
ing from a machine in a corner, that ho 
was glad to boat a liasty retreat. In tho 
fourth house tho inmates all pretended to 
bo deaf, and insisted that tho collector 
had entered to pay them money for 
"washeo" instead of coming to collect a 
tax; 'A, Ohinesof grocer on Cormorant 
street handed tho collector his business 
card, declined to discuss the matter, and 
coolly referred him to his solicitor. Ano- 
ther, a fislicrman, was wrapping up crabs 
inacopy. of tho Standard, (the Chinese 
oi^an) arid offered to pay the tax if the 
couemir would take it out in "feesh."

The meeting of electors held at Pavil- 
lion Hall l^At night and conyened by Mr. 
DcCosmos to aflbrd him and other candi- 
dates for tho roprcsentation of Victoria 
District in the Commona an opportunity 
to express their views on the political is- 
sues of the day was numerously attended. 
The meeting was called for half -past seven 
o'clock at which time Eliore were somo 300 
persons present. Fully half an hour, 
however, elajjsed before Jlr. Drummond, 
M.P.P., proposed that Mr. Foil t.ako the 
Chair. "The motion was carried without 
dissent and when Mr. Foil ascended the 
platform tho number «f those in attend- 
ance had increased to nearly 4.00. 
Tho following gentlemen occupied chairs 
on tho platform : Mr. DcCosmos, M.P., 
Sir. Drujnmond, SI. P. P., Mr. J. W. 
Williams, M.P.P., Mr. McLean, J.P., 
Couii. Dalby, Mr. C. Go wen. Mr. T. 
Russell was elected Secretary of tho meet- 
ing. Mr. J. P. Davies occupied a seat in 
tho immediate vicinity of tho platform. 

Tho chairman then proceeded to state 
that tho meeting had been convened to 
enablo tho electors to detcri'.iine what 
gentlemen wore best qualified to represent 
them at Ottawa. He hoped a fair hearing 
would bo granted to all tho speakers. After 
saying a few words in eulogy of 'Mr. De- 
Cosmos' efforts on bohalf of tho Province 
ho askod the audience to call upon the 
apcakors in tho order they desired to hear 
them. 

Mr. DeCosmoa being called upon ox- 
preaaod his pleasure at mooting so many 
of his fellow citizens. Ho appeared bo- 
foro them as a candidate for election to 
Ottawa, probably for tho bust time in his 
life. (A voice — Wl»y you arn't going to 
die after this trip, aro you ?). Ho had 
been mixed uj) in tho politics of the 
country for the past twenty years and if 
tho electors did him the honor to return 
him for another term ho would at its ox- 
•piration have served tho Province for a 
quarter of a century. With reference to 
tiie advertiaemont calling tho meeting, 
ho was glad to see that Mr. Dalhy oc- 
cupied a seat on tho platform and that 
Mr. Uavies had taken up a position as near 
as possible to tho sanctum sanctorum. 
(Laughter). With refcronce to Mr. El- 
liott he wiahed to stato that ho had received 
a letter from that gentleman which ho 
would proceed to road to those present. 
[Mr. DeCosmoa then road tho letter in 
which Mr. Elliott states that ho has de- 
termined to address no public meeting 
until ho has published his printed ad- 
dress to the eleotoBS.] He would liave 
been much better ple.'ised had Mr, Davies 
thought fit to occuijy a seat alongaido 
himself and liis friends who ho was sure 
wore quite his (Mr. D's) equal. 

Mr. Davies rose to stato that ho un- 
derstood tho platform was intended for 
candidates; not for thesupportera of either 
parhr. (Ciioers.) 

Mr. DeCosuios again asked Mr. Davies 
to ascend tho platform. 

Mr. Davies declined and assured Mr. 
DeCosmos tliat ho was quito comfortable 
where ho was. 

Mr. DoCoamos — If thoro were no turn- 
ers there would bo no dishiuakers and if 
necessary wo shall therefore have to fight 
it out to tho end of tho polls. As lie 
would have to address thp electors ho 
would ask thorn if they would not prefer 
to hear Mr. Dalby first ( 
Tho audience replied, no. 
Mr. DoCosmos then proceeded. Ho re- 
ferred to tho convention which had nomi- 
nated luiKi and Mr. Dalby as candidates to 
represent the district. He denied that 
tiiat was intended to force any gontlonian 
on tho electors and said that it had all 
along been determined to submitthonom- 
ination to a public mooting for ratifica- 
tion. Ho then went on to state that if 
elected he would bo found a Btroi)g sup- 
porter of the Liberal Conson'ativo 
party and said that ho had al- 
ways been of opinion -that any 
Government should adhere to the obliga- 
tions of their prodeoeasors. Instead, how- 
ever, of Mr. Mackenzie making a gonuino 
oflbrt to carry out Sir John A. Mac- 
donald's solemn pledges by building oven 
ton miles of tho railwajr j>er "year ho had 
done nothing of the kind. He (Mr. Do- 
Coamos) then reviewed Mr. Mackenzie's 
railway policy and condemned him for 
proj)osing to construct tlio Island railway 
as a separate, branch line instead of part 
and i)arcol of tho grand transcontinental 
line. Had he introduced a bill to build 
tho lino as a portion of the Can^ldian Pa- 
cific Railway tho result might have been 
very dili'oront. Instead, however, of do- 
ing 30 ho had made an offer of .$750,000 as 
compenaatiun and ho (Mr. DcC.) was very 
tli.'uikful to the local Oovorninent of tho 
day f(jr having refused that oiler. He be- 
lieved that Mr. Mackenzie really desired 
the Island railway bill to pass, but he had 
not adopted tho proper method to attain 
tliat end. IIo gave Mr. Mackenzie credit 
for sending out 5,000 tons of railway iron 
to the Island to remain here and ru.st and 
rot. It gave the people a certain amount 
of pleasure to have tho i-ails hero, as it 
would do the people of tlio Mainland to 
have them at Yale, .although they had 
only been sent there to rust as they had 
here. He repeated that he believed Bute 
Inlet to bo the only true route for tho 
transcontinental railway and thought that 
for compensation to the Province for do- 
lays the Dominion Government should at 
least build a railway line from Yalo to 
Savona's Forry. Commoncing construc- 
tion from Yalo was not commencing from 
the sea-board, for was not Y'alo in the jaws 
of a canyoni With reference to tho dry 
dock ho accused Mr. Mackenzie of dupli- 
city in denying that ho (Mr. -!M.) had 
afiirmed tho bargain ho (Mr. DoC. ) had 
made with Sir John A. Macdonald's Gov- 
ernment. Ho then read from Hansanl to 
show that Mr. Mackenzie had sent to him

and Nanaimo. He felt assiired that if 
tho Liberal Consen-ativo party regained 
office all the wrongs Mr. Mackenzie had 
been guilty of towards tho Province would 
be redressed. Ho condemned Mr. Ma.c- 
kenzio's refusal to advance further sum's 
of money to the Walkeiii-Boaven Govern- 
ment when ho had ten millions in tho 
treasury. For this reason and on account 
of his railway policy ho (Jlr. DeC.) was 
opposed to tho Government party 
of to-day. Tho hon. gentleman then 
proceeded to eulogize Sir John A. 
Macdonald's party and to stato 
that the present administration had all' 
along opposed railway construction in tho 
west because they did not appear to know- 
tho value of tho country west of Mani- 
toba as a grain growing region, tho pro- 
duce of which would have to find an out- 
let by some British Columbia port. [A 
voico — Six hundred 1] Ho hoped that if 
the people thought fit to elect him they 
would alsoseo fit to sondwithhimagontlo- 
man who would work with him to support 
tho party that would demand compensa- 
tion for Canada's want of faith in coimoc- 
tion with tho loan, tho dry dock and tho 
railway-. Ho was glad to say that last 
.^ies-iion members and Senators liad worked 
harmoniously and patriotically for tho 
Province. Ho then proceeded to quote 
from statistics to show tli.at tho Province 
had materially benefitted from confedera- 
tion and that tho expenditure in tlio Prov- 
ince over and abovo roveuuo since confed- 
eration amourttod to §1,573,510 irrespec- 
tive of expenditure on railway surveys. 
Ho referred to tho imports of tlio Prov- 
ince ; showed that British Columbia paid 
a much greater per cajnta tax than any 
other Province ; declared himself in 
favor of a revision of tho tariff so 
as to stiiniflato tho industries of tho coun- 
try. With rcforonco to tho Chinoso ques- 
tion ho regarded that as one of tho great- 
est issues of tho day. In a short time ho 
believed they would be able to use iiuplo- 
ineiits of warfare to perfection and would 
rule tho Pacific Co.ast unless the question 
were dealt with in time. Tho local Gov- 
ernment had introduced a Bill to impose 
a tax of S40 on the Cliinuao, but it was 
objected to in some (piurtors. In China, 
however, tho natives were protected to 
the utmost extent by iiinumorablo duties 
at every port and the English wore not 
allowed to penetrate the interior of the 
country, llo inferred that no treaty 
existed botweon England and China to 
render it inipracticablo to place a 
special tax on the Chinese, nor did ho 
know of anything to prohibit tho people 
of tho Province from raising barriers to 
stop" the immigration of tho Asiatics. He 
was not aware that any Dominion law ex- 
isted to .pre »'ent tho operation of tlitflaw 
passed by the local House. Ho bad no 
prejudice against a Chinaman. Ho se- 
lected his fruit, however, from the tree 
tliat boro that most grateful to his taste, 
and as ho thought tho people of tliis 
country preforablo to tho Chinamen ho 
would do his utmost to legislate in favor 
of the former as against the latter. 

In rejdy to Mv. Bull, Mr. DeCosmos 
said if it should bo found that tho Province 
has no right to pass an Act to tax the 
Chinoso, ho would work with tho other 
membera for the Province in framing and 
passing a measure Similar in aim and 
character to the local act. With reference 
to tho employment of Chinese labor on 
tho railway ho thought that if it were 
put to tlio veto of the country the people 
would prefer Asiatic labor to having no 
railway if it could not bo built without it. 

After loud cries for Davies andsome for 
Dalby, a show of hands was taken to de- 
termine who should speak, and tho cliair- 
man declared tliat it was in Mr, Davies' 
favor. 

Mr. Davios, who was received with loud 
applause, said that ho had for many years 
been identified with the interests of the 
Province. He did not profess to be a 
learned politician such as Mr. DeCosmos, 
who had cfiscoursed at great length on the 
past. As ho liad not statistics at his com- 
mand ho would speak of the future. In 
tho first place ho would stato that ho was 
in favor of tho Liberal Conservative party, 
but if elected, ho would support no party 
who would not do its utmost in all honor 
and equity to carry out tho Carnarvon 
Settlement. (Cheers.) Ho alluded to the 
promises so frequently broken by Canada, 
and said that so far as British Columbia was 
concerned tho Dominion could bo only 
regarded as a bankrupt. She liad literal- 
ly played with the Province as a cat plays 
with a mouse and had made promises ap- 
parently only to break them. Tho time 
had, however, now arrived when tho Pro- 
vince should demand railway construction 
without further delay. Ho differed with 
his friend Mr. DoCosmos, who said that 
tho people should insist on tho adoption 
of tho route via Bute Inlet in-disregard of 
tho engineer's d reports, andbelievedit their 
duty to accept the opinion of thoso who 
wore better qualified to say which was 
tho boat roi(((! to adopt. Ho then 
proceeded to quote from Sandford 
Fleming's and jVLircua Smith's reports 
and said that tho people had played into 
the hands of INIr. Mackenzie by disputing 
about routes as they had thereby aflbrded 
a plea for delays. In tho future ho hoped 
that no disputes would exist on that score 
as ho felt assured that eventually the rail- 
way would have to come by Buto Inlot; 
nature had provided that such sliould bo 
the case. With reforenco to Separation 
ho thought tho Province should exhaust 
Canada boforo resorting to that extreme 
measure, but if it w.is found in the future 
that Canada would not regard her obliga- 
tiona to the Province then he ai)provod 
of an appeal for separation, together with 
compensation for repudiation.. He had 
been accused of being a Mackenzie man ; 
but ho would refer to tho fact that the 
heads of all tho departments had been in- 
structed not to employ him, but to give 
auction saloa to Capt. Clarke. (Hear, 
iiear) . Ho had boon accused of being a 
Jew; well, so ho was, and he intended to 
roinain one. He luid been accused of 
being too familiar with tho working- 
mon; that, too, might bo, for ho sym- 
pathised with any man who worked hard 
for his living as ho had done the same 
thing for many j'oars. Now, with refer- 
once to that celel3ratodconvontion(cliecr3.) 
He would stato that before tho convention 
mot hQ had aepii Rlr. DoCogmos and in 
conversation that gentleman had said that 
it would offend tho Todd or tho Dalby 
party if he (Mr. Davies) wero to run with 
him, [Mr, DoCoamos hero rose and amidst 
cries of "sit down" and confusion, said ho 
had niado no such statement.] Mr, 
Davios, continuingjsaid th.at Mr. DeCosmos 
had undoubtedly said so and that' ho liad 
subsequontlj' declined to outer tho con- 
vention because ho had discovered that 
it was all cut and dried that Mr. Dalby 
was to bo tho man to run with him (Mr. 
DoCosmos.) He (Mr. Davies) hod inform- 
ed Mr. Todd that siich was tho cajs.Q and 
told him that if hp entered tho convention 
he would bo "sold." Mr. Todd, however, 
in his good nature had gone into the con- 
vention and had como out "sold." (Hear, 
hear.) When he (Jlr, Davies)had discov- 
ered how things wcrp he deqlined to pun 
with either party and had canvassed the 
district by himself independent of any 
other candidate and he was glad to say 
li^cl n)9t Trith yvry c^qsi^arabl* i|\ice«si. 



He could assure the electors that if re- 
turned they would find him working for 
tho interests of tho Province at largo, bo- 
cause that ^vhich would benefit it 
would also benefit him. (Hear). His all 
was (11 the Province; he had children and 
grandchildren here; and he would re- 
mind his licarers tliat he could not be 
bought by tho ofler of any 'Dominion ap- 
l)ointment, because he spent more an- 
nually than the salary paid to any Do- 
ntinion official in tho Province, with the 
exception of ^hat of tho Lieut. Governor. 
In reply to a question i)ut by one of tho 
audience, Mr. Davies stated that lio be- 
lieved it would bo safe to leave tho Chinese 
in tho hands of Mr. Walkoni; and after 
making a brief but tolling speech re- 
sumed his seat amidst loud and long con- 
tinued cheers, and cries of "Y'ou'll go." 
After loud cries for "Todd," 
Mr. Dalby camo forward and said ho 
considered tho railway a most important 
question and that Sir John A. Macdonald 
was a far better friend to British Colum- 
bia than Mr. Mackonzio and ho would, 
therefore support him in tho hope that 
through him the Province would obtain 
justice and tho railway would bo built. If 
not, then ho would support Separation. 
If returned ho would also endeavor to ob- 
tain an alteration of tho tariff. With re- 
ference 10 tho Chinese question ho thought 
tho Government had done well to iniposo 
a tax on thom and should it be nocosaary 
ho would assist in introducing a measure 
in tho Dominion House of Commons, and 
in case of the railroad being built ho would 
move for tho insertion of a clause to pre- 
vent Chinoso working on tho railway. 
Speaking of tho Convention lie stoutly de- 
nied that there had been a " put-up job " 
at all. He concluded by asking those 
present to return Mr. DeCosmos and 
Bomeone who would assist him, and if ho 
(Mr. D.) wero chosen thou ho ;yould do 
his host for tho interests of tho country. 

Mr. DoCosmos said Mr. Davios had 
made statements which wore incorrect. 
Tliat gentloman had said that ho (Mr. Do 
C.) had told him that he was afraid of 
oficndiiig the Dalby and Todd party if ho 
ran with any ono else. This lio denied, 
and said that Mr. Davies must have boon 
either misinformed or else had drawn 
largely on his imagination. IIo (Mr. De 
C.) was a man of truth (laughter) and had 
boon brought up to fight rather than toll 
a lie. Mr. Davios had also spoken in 
favor of Burrard Inlot as a terminus, and 
of unity with tho Mainland mombpra. 
Ho appeared to bo directly opposed to the 
Island lino, and yet wished to bo returned 
as a member for Victoria. 

Mr. Davies said ho had romai-ked that 
the terminus must eventually bo at 
Esquimau even though one wore now to 
be declared at Burrard Inlot, and rather 
than not have a railway at all he would 
support throe or four torinii'ii. (Cheors.) 
Mr. DeCosmos had hiuisolf said ho favor- 
ed tho road from Yalo to Savona. [Cries 
of "so he did"] 

Mr. DeCosmos said tho money should 
at once bo laid out on tho railroad to Ea- 
quinialt as a terminus. Mr. Daviea wa.s a 
most pliable candidate and one tho Pro- 
vince should not want. Thoy roquiro -no 
compromise at all with the Canadian Gov- 
ernment. No! For tho future they want 
firm men. As for the convention (groana) 
thoro never was a caucus and ho would 
defy Mr. Davies to prove it. Tho state- 
ment was false entirely. Mr. Davies had 
attempted to hoodwink tho electors by his 
plausability and had endeavored to show- 
that there had boon somo underhand work 
going on. The convention had invited 
him to join ancl stand or fall with them at 
tho convention. (Mr. Davios — And bo 
sold! Loud applause.) He. (Mr. DoC.) 
had said that the clectora could ratify this 
decision; but Mr. Todd did not consider 
tho public should como in afterwards. 
(Cries of "No.") 

Mr. Davies asked Mr. p3eOosmos whe- 
ther he did not say that a party had call- 
ed on him and asked him to take Mr. 
Dalby and run with him? 

Mr. DeCosmos replied that a party had 
called on him for that purpose and that ho 
had refused to accede to their request. 

Mr. Davies said tho reason of JMr. Do- 
Cosmos' enmity towards him was because 
ho knew ho (Mr. D.) had a mind of his 
own, and Mr. DoCosmos wanted to take 
a man with him to Ottawa who would bo 
a tool in his liands. (Hear, hear). He 
would, if elected, support Mr. DoCosmos 
if he thought ho was working for tho 
Province; but if not lie would strongly 
oppose him. In any case he would not 
be a tool or sell out British Columbia's 
interests for a portfolio. (Hear, hea^. 

Three cheers wero here given for "Beii- 
consfield" D.aviea. 

Mr. Todd said hq had agreed a short 
time since to abide by the decision of a 
convention as to standing for Ottawa; the 
cohvisntiQn Ha'd decided against him; but 
it had been understood that it should still 
bo left open for tho public to ratify, and 
if tho meeting wished, ho would again 
consider whether he would stand, (cheors). 

Mr. Davica appealed to IMr. Todd to 
say if he (Mr. D.) did not caution him 
that if ho went to tlio convention he 
would be " sold." 
Mr. Todd— You did. 
Senator Macdonald hero proposed Mr. 
Todd as a fit and proper candidate to ro- 
prosont the City of Victoria in tho next 
House at Ottawa. 

Mr. Fell said ho thought it would be 
well to call a public meeting to consider 
the question as a number of persons had 
already left. (No ! no !) 

A gentleman hero romarked that there 
wore more than "thirty" persons present, 
and he thought they would like the ques- 
tion decided at once. (Applause). 

Mr. Plumnior seconded Senator Mac- 
donald's resolution. 

Mr. Williams, M.P.P. , moved that tho 
action of tho Convention bo endorsed. 
There was no seconder, and the motion 
was scouted by those present. 

Mr. DeCosmos said he thought it v>-ould 
bo well for tho meeting to adjourn for ono 
evening and then take the vote, for ho 
did not think it would do Mr. Todd any 
good by putting the question, when a 
large number had already left. (Groans.) 

!Mr. Jenkinson said that if some had 
loft, it was not tlio fault of those who re- 
mained- 

Tho question was then put and carried, 
only three voting against it. 

Mr. Todd thanked those present for tho 
honor they had conferred on him, and 
asked that tliey should at once docido be- 
tween Mr. Dalby and himself. 

Tho chairman did not appear to bo 
willing to put this, and tho mooting then 
broke up with loud cheers for Beacons- 
field Davies and J.'H. Todd.

Tho Bishop 
jumped out and collared the ruffian, 
who broke away; but the Bisliop fol- 
lowed him, and though the man was 
armed with a knife and picked up a 
heavy' club, at last secured his capture. 
The act was ono of mere wantonness. 

Sugden, tho actor, who was recently 
coiTCspondent in a divorce suit between 
a noble earl and his countess, Jias just 
succeeded in transferring from a, black- 
mailer's den to the treadmill for six 
months a young man who wrote him 
that for $10 he could cause a damag- 
ing manuscript to be withheld from the 
London World. 

A great invasion of kangaroos re- 
cently occurred in various settled parts 
of Australia, especially Queensland, 
the animals being, no doubt, driven 
from the interior by the drought and 
its eflfects in search of food. They 
camo in thousands, devouring every- 
thing in tho shape of herbs or grain, 
so that the sheep and cattle were often 
reduced to dry leaves for fodrfer. The 
colonists promptly met the attack, in 
some cases driving the kangaroos into 
an enclosure and shooting thom. In 
tho battle move than 4,000 kangaroos 
were killed in four days. 

Captain Leodor de Zubovits, who 
fought valiantly with the Turks in the 
late war and who previou.sly' had ob- 
tained some notoriety by riding one 
horse from Vienna to Paris (about ono 
thousand miles) in less than fourteen 
days, is now in England and intends, it 
is said to perform a more wonderful 
feat. He proposes attempting by the 
aid of some appliances he has invented, 
to cross tlie English Channel on liorse- 
back. To begin with, he will swim with 
his horse from Westminster to Wool- 
wich. The captain's idea is, that by 
his apparatus, cavalry could be enabled 
to cross rivers where neither bridges 
nor fords exist. 

Mr. Spurgeon has changed greatly in 
tho past twenty years in the opinion of 
a tourist, who describes him as "having 
become broad and thick-set; heavy suit 
of brown hair, with beard and whiiikers 
surrounding his face, gives him the ap- 
pearance of an English sea captain 
rather than that of the most popular 
clergyman of England.
